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EDITORIAL NOTES - 


Quickly Approved 


HE action of the New York State Racing 

Commission, on January 24, and that of the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission, on January 
26, whereby the American Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers Association’s rule for classified handicaps and 
claiming races was approved, in keeping with its 
adoption by the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners, was without delay and is 
highly to be commended. It now is assured that 
the new order will maintain on all major tracks 
of America, and we confidently expect that, with 
the improvement that should follow its institu- 
tion, there will be a broadening of interest in 
horse racing and a correspondingly better market 
for Thoroughbred horses. In this connection we 


quote the following by “Audax,” from Horse and — 


Hound (London), January 11: 


Selling races have been abolished in Australia, and I 
believe it would not be a bad thing if we did the same 
in England. When they were introduced, the idea was 
to enable owners to sell their bad horses, but for years 
it has been a case of races on which to have a gamble, 
and quite good horses have been entered for that pur- 
pose, to be afterwards bought in, often at a big price, 
whilst if by chance the horse gets beaten a friendly 
claim has been arranged for. This practice I should like 
to see stopped, and when somebody claims a defeated 
horse for themselves it generally produces much. ill- 
feeling. The claiming and selling races, started a few 
years since, seem rather a farce, as in only a very few 
cases has the right to claim, for which they were in- 
tended, been exercised up to date. . 

Australia has not had selling or claiming races 
for 15 years. It would be better if they were 


abandoned entirely in every country. 

Since the foregoing was written, we have 
noted some comment to the effect that many of 
the trainers at Miami are dubious about the 
claiming rule, and we have also heard expressions 
in Kentucky indicative of a misunderstanding of 
it. We think the doubt existing at Miami, and 
elsewhere perhaps, is also due to misunderstand- 
ing. 

If a man has a horse he considers worth more 
than $2,000 and does not wish to enter him in a 
claiming race for $2,000, the maximum value 
under the rule, he will find plenty of occupation 
for him in the classified events, the graded han- 
dicaps, that have produced such attractive racing

in Australia, New Zealand and other countries, 
as well as in Maryland and in California. 

We are certain that when the National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commissioners sends out 
to each racing secretary copies of the complete 
rule and each secretary provides copies for the 
owners and trainers at each track, together with 
explanations, the new order will work well and 
be satisfactory to all who are not in a class that 
has made a practice of claiming horses with a 
view to getting the benefit of another owner’s 
training expense.

Sunday Racing 


ROM Sacramento January 22 the Associated 

Press sent out the news that the California 
Horse Racing Board had announced there will be 
no more racing on Sunday in California “because 
of the many compiaints by church-going people 
and certain business interests and amusement 
enterprises.” In this connection, we reprint the 
following from our notes in THE BLOOD-HORSE of 
July 22, 1933: 

We are opposed to Sunday racing in the United States 
of America, and we urge that it be discontinued. This 
is not a country of the Latins, who seem to think horse 
racing, bull fighting or cock fighting, either or all, is 
necessary to the fullness of the Lord's Day. If a race 
course cannot thrive without Sunday programs, then 
it is poorly located and should be abandoned, Lately 
meetings on Sunday have been held in California, and 
last winter there was some Sunday racing at New 
Orleans. We hope the track owners themselves will 
abate the practice, without their being compelled to do 
so. Sunday racing is a peg on which reformers could 
successfully hang a campaign for the closing of tracks 
on all days. Horse owners and trainers should decline 
to make entries for Sunday racing. Their sport will 
last longer if they do. 

We congratulate the California Horse Racing 
Board upon its announced decision. There is a 
Commandment of God: ‘Remember that thou 
keep holy the Sabbath day.”

Walter O'Hara 


HE unusual financial success achieved by 
Walter O’Hara with his Narragansett Park 
in Rhode Island and his subsequent selection to be 
managing director of Suffolk Park, soon to be

but, he failed in an effort to prevent adoption of 
the American Thoroughbred Breeders Association 
rule by the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners at Miami. He was there in person 
and is said to have guided the opposition of the 
Rhode Island Commission, as expressed by Mr. 
Thornton. Out of the lively skirmish, skilfully 
handled by Major Louie A. Beard, secretary of 
the A. T. B. A., Mr. O’Hara doubtless got an ex- 
perience that will stand him well as he makes his 
tuture steps as a racing magnate. The picture of 
him on the first page of this issue was taken 
while he was seated in his box at Hialeah Park 
a few days ago.

Colonel Young's Colors 


HE BLOOD-HORSE last week, answering 

an inquiry from a gentleman at Versailles, 
Ky., relative to the late Col. Milton Young’s 
racing colors, stated that they were “Blue and 
White Striped Jacket and Cap.” When Mrs. 
Milton Young read that she called us on the 
telephone to say that her recollection is that 
those were Colonel Young's first colors, and 
asked us to look further into the records to see 
if later he did not have another combination of 
blue and white. “I recall,” said Mrs. Young, 
“that in the early eighties, Mr. Young sold his 
horses to R. C. Pate, of St. Louis, and it is my 
impression that the colors went with the horses. 
Mr. Young, however, was not long in acquiring 
another stable, and then changed his colors’ to 
include a white sash.” Our research discloses 
that H. C. Crickmore, publisher of Krik’s Guide 
to The Turf, in 1882, listed Milton Young’s colors 
as above given, and that Ed Brown, better known 
as Brown Dick, was his trainer. That year no 
colors were listed for R. C. Pate. The following 
year no colors were listed for Colonel Young, but 
his blue and white stripes were given as Mr. 
Pate’s colors, and Ed Brown was listed as Mr. 
Pate’s trainer. The record for the following year, 
1884, shows Ed Brown back with Colonel Young 
as trainer, but gives no colors, while W. Walker 
and P. J. Gilman are named as trainers for Mr. 
Pate, who retained the stripes. In 1885, Mr. 
Crickmore ceased publication of his Guide to the 
Zurf and D. W. Higgins & Co. got out a volume 
of “Nominations to Stakes,” in which they, fol- 
lowing the custom of Mr. Crickmore, included a 
list of owners, colors and trainers. In that list 
Milton Young's colors are given as “Blue Jacket, 
White Sash, Blue and White Cap,” and Ed Brown 
is named as trainer. R. C. Pate continued to use 
the stripes, and H. Brown is given as his trainer 
for that year. Mrs. Young says the record con- 
firms her recollection, with the exception that 
she is of the opinion that the late colors had 
blue and white striped sleeves.

On Dangerous Ground 
NE who signs himself W. E. R., on January 8 
addressed The Evening News (London) on 
the subject of British bloodstock’s increased 
values and suggested that efforts should be made 
to improve it. He said, in this connection: 


England, the mother country of the modern Turf. is 
still supreme, not only as an exporting country, but also 
as 4 racing center. 

There are still many countries not yet fully developed 
as regards their racing organizations that will demand 
more and more of our best bloodstock in the future. 

It is important, therefore. that we should remain in 
a position of leadership, so that we shall be able to sup- 
ply all demands without weakening our own resources. 

The Turf in America has reached a certain stage of 
maturity. They still, however, keep their eyes open 
with a view of adding to their strength, and this is an 
example we could with advantage follow. 

Now, when there appears to be more money than 
ever before for racing, is as good a time as we can 
hope for to commence strengthening the position in this 
country by the judicious importation of the pick of 
overseas bloodstock. 

The movement of bloodstock has been for too long. 
so tar as we are concerned, a one-way movement. 

This fact makes it more necessary that those inter- 
ested in the future of English bloodstock should watch 
carefully the best of animals produced by overseas coun- 
tries, without, as well as within, the Empire. 

No opportunity to add to our present commanding 
lead should be neglected. 


Some of our breeders will, in the security of 
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their chambers, doubtless have a laugh at this. 
But, we are wondering if W. E. R. hasn’t already 
been put on the spits and done brown over the 
fires of censure for having suggested importations 
to England? And, pray tell us, W. E. R., where 
England, with her ‘Jersey Act,” can go to get 
blood to improve that which she maintains is best, 
ever and always best? W. E. R. seems on dan- 
gerous ground, indeed. 

Fine Finishes 
i last week’s issue of The Literary Digest 

(New York), Edward “Strangler” Lewis, noted 
wrestler, was quoted: 


Wrestling is straight and on the level today. Of 
course, if I am wrestling the local favorite in some 
town, T carry him along for seven or eight minutes. 


That's good showmanship. Part of the business. If you 
were leading a horse-race home by 20 lengths, you 
would be a fool to beat your horse to death trying to 
stretch the lead to 25 lengths. A win is a win, and a 
slim win makes a better race for the 
watch. 

This reminds us of the finely-drawn finishes we 
saw in the days of our youth, and which, since 
the ascendency of the apprentice rider, are now 
so rarely to be seen. The jockeys of today pos- 
sess no such skill as was that of men like Swim, 
Gilpatrick, Barbee, Rowe, Walker, McLaughlin, 
McCarthy, Stoval, Feakes, Hughes, Murphy, Lake- 
land, Lewis, Donohue, Hayward, Fitzpatrick, 
Bergen, Garrison, Hamilton, Barnes, Simms, 
Taral, Covington, Perkins, Clayton, Midgeley, 
Griffin, Lamley, Scherer, Littlefield, Burns, 
Miller, Clawson, Maher, O’Connor, Wonderly, 
Redfern, Fuller, Bullman, Nicol, Powers, Sloan, 
the Reiffs, Williams, Goodale, Martin, Turner, 
Spencer, Winkfield, Odom, Phillips, O'Neill, 
Notter, Archibald, Shaw, Goose, Shilling, Loftus, 
Kummer, McAtee, Sande, Van Dusen, Schuttinger, 
Fator, and others who were good judges of pace 
and were able to conserve their mounts. The 
riders of today who are able to safely draw fine 
finishes can be counted on the fingers of one 
hand. Maybe next year the racing commissioners 
will harken to suggestions for reform in the ap- 
prentice rule whereunder this country may see 
improvement in the horsemanship of jockeys.

False Alarm 


OME American newspaper man sent a cable- 
gram to England to the effect that a proposal 
had been made by governors of the Turf “to abol- 
ish all races of under one mile with a view to im- 


spectators to 


proving the’ breed,"’ whereupon Everybody’s 
Weekly (London) commented: 
This will not solve their problem, especially since 


most of their tracks are planned roughly like our Ches- 
ter, where it is said horses and jockeys get dizzy from 
going round and round. English and French racing au- 
thorities have tackled the problem on better lines, and 
while a problem does, perhaps, exist, I should think 
a reconstruction of American tracks would go further 
towards meeting it. 


Of course, the recommendation, made at New- 


ark, N. J., was not to make all races one mile or 
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over. 


It was that there should be at least four 
races programmed daily at distances greater than 
one mile; a very good recommendation, we think. 

But, what funny conception those English writ- 
ers have of American race courses. Because they 
are more formal than their own and because they 
are dirt courses and not grown over with grass. 
as are theirs, they cannot visualize our seeing 
interesting contests over them at all. 

Meanwhile, we are interested to know just what 
is meant by the statement that “English and 
French racing authorities have tackled the prob- 
lem on better lines.” Reading much, as we do, 
from the pens of English writers, we are aware 
that there is yet much complaint in England 
against the tendency toward sprinting races and 
there is fear that the British Thoroughbred may 
suffer loss of stamina. 


Spokane 


N the “First Biennial Report’’ of the Washing- 

ton Horse Racing Commission to the Governor 
of Washington and the Twenty-fourth Legislature 
of the State of Washington, we read the fol- 
lowing: 

Washington is climatically adapted to the breeding 
and raising of Thoroughbreds. Horses heretofore reared 
in this state have won famous races throughout the 
United States, Mexico and Canada. The celebrated 


“Spokane” won the Kentucky Derby at Louisville and 
the great American Derby at Chicago. 


The inference here is that Spokane was bred in 
Washington. If he was, the records are wrong. 
Having always understood that Spokane was bred 
in Montana, we again referred to The American 
Stud Book. In Volume V, page 362, it is recorded 
that Spokane was a chestnut colt, foaled in 1886, 
by Hyder Ali out of Interpose, a grey mare, by 
*Intruder; that Interpose was bred by General 
Rowett, and was owned by Noah Armstrong, 
Montana. 

Thinking we might, possibly, secure additional 
information from the files in The Jockey Club of- 
fice, we asked Registrar Fred J. E. Klees: 

Who was the breeder of Spokane (winner of Kentucky 
Derby of 1889), foaled 1886. by Hyder Ali, and where 
was he foaled? 

Mr. Klees evidently had nothing more in the 
files than is in the book. He answered: 

teplving to your letter of the 22nd instant, Volume V, 
page 362, of The American Stud Book states that Inter- 
pose. the dam of Spokane. was bred by General Rowett, 
and owned by Noah Armstrong, Montana. 

Perhaps some reader of THE BLOOD-HORSE will 
oblige with information about Noah Armstrong 
and the location of his stud in Montana, merely 
for the sake of keeping the record straight. 

Meanwhile, our congratulations to Chairman 
Edwin James Brown and his associates on the 
Washington Horse Racing Commission on their 
work as reviewed in their report.

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NOTES ON NICKS - 
No. 9. Burning Blaze 


MONG the young stallions which are being 
advertised this year for the first time, I 
am especially impressed with the credentials of 
Burning Blaze standing at the Shandon Farm of 
R. J. and P. A. Nash, of Chicago, under the man- 


agement of Gordon Pierce, near Lexington. 
Burning Blaze is advertised at “private con- 


tract’ terms. I hope there will be a number of 
breeders with good mares who will consider this 
horse very seriously when they arrange their 
matings for the 1935 season. 

When I said credentials, I meant class, for the 
most part. Burning Blaze was perhaps the best 
colt foaled in the United States in 1929. At the 
end of their 2-year-old season the filly Top Flight 
had carried off most of the money-winning 
honors, but the decision as to the year’s best colt 
lay between Burning Blaze and Tick On, and in 
most discussions Burning Blaze was given the 
edge. 

The son of Big Blaze was bred by Gorham 
Brothers» Eugene B. and H. Skillman (Skip) 
Gorham-——and was foaled at Forest Home Farm, 
Lexington. Nash Brothers, noted contractors, then 
racing as the Valley Lake Stable, purchased him 
privately as a yearling. Trained by John B. Par- 
tridge, he began racing at Arlington Park. His 
first start was in the Hyde Park Stakes July 1. 
It was a big field, and the colt got so much the 
worst of the break that Willie Garner did not 
persevere with him. Three days later he made 
his second effort, had another rough trip, made a 
fast finish and was second, beaten a head by Tel- 
lico, a fast colt. On July 13 he won a 5!,-furlong 
test, beating Portden, the second horse, by six 
lengths. Next time out he had bad luck again 
and finished fourth. 

His fifth start, still at Arlington Park, brought 
him a nose victory over Morfair (an extremely 
fast son of Morvich) in the $25,000 added Post 
and Paddock Stakes. He ran the six furlongs 
under 114 pounds in 1:114;5. Shifted to Haw- 
thorne, he scored an easy victory over Cold Check 
and others, winning by six lengths in an overnight 
race, then was caught in a jam and finished un- 
placed to Hygro in his next effort, the Hawthorne 
Juvenile Handicap. He carried 123 pounds to 
Hygro’s 106. He met Hygro at level weights 
(120 pounds) in the Joliet Handicap at Lincoln 
Fields, and this time he was second, a length be- 
hind the fast *Epinard colt, on which he was 
gaining steadily at the end. 

Burning Blaze had by now shown so much 
ability that it was decided to take him to Mary- 
land for the fall stakes there. At Havre de Grace 
he won two overnight races, in the second of 
which he narrowly beat Hygro, on a sloppy track. 
His next effort, in the six-furlong Richard John- 
son Stakes at Laurel Park, resulted in a splendid 
victory. He carried 130 pounds, conceded weight 
all round, made his usual fine stretch run from 
behind, and won by a length and a half from the 
sturdy Tick On (127), with Pairbypair (125) 
third and Hygro (122) fourth in a field of 15. 

Two more starts were made by Burning Blaze 
as a 2-year-old. He went to the post in the 
Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handicap at Laurel Park 
October 31, when he had a fever. He lost ground 
in the running, and at the end of the mile was 
third to Osculator and Tick On, to both of which 
he was conceding weight, five and four pounds re-

spectively. The hard race, coming at a time when 
he was slightly weakened by illness, gave him a 
setback, but he was given another test, at Pimlico 
November 7. He was odds-on in a field of eight, 
but took another bumping and another beating, 
finishing fifth, four lengths behind the winner, 
Snapback, which was receiving 15 pounds. 

When Burning Blaze returned to Lexington to 
winter at Shandon Farm after his 2-year-old 
campaign, he looked like a horsehide thrown 
casually over a skeleton. No one would have 
picked him then as the probable favorite for the 
next Kentucky Derby. But he was made of tough 
stuff, and during the winter months he made such 
progress that the next April it was apparent that 
he was the horse to beat in the classic. 

He made his first and only start as a 3-year-old 
in a 6!.-furlong race at Churchill Downs April 
30. The track was heavy, but J. J. Greely, who 
had just succeeded Mr. Partridge as trainer of 
the Nash stable, felt that he should have some 
sort of a race before going to the post for the 
Derby. Burning Blaze won, but came out of the 
race with the tendon of one of his hind legs cut 
almost in two by a horse which had run up on 
him. That was, for all practical purposes, the end 
of Burning Blaze’s racing career. His owners 
persisted for three seasons in trying to get him 
back to the races. Late in 1934 Trainer Greely 
started him twice in Maryland, but he was beaten 
ignominiously. His total earnings were $84,125. 

Burning Blaze was bred to a few mares in 1933 
and again in 1934. The oldest of his get are two 
promising yearlings. But this is the first season he 
has been advertised to stand at public service. 
Breeders who go to Shandon Farm will find in 
him a grand individual, with the size and scope 
and quality to suggest that his get will be fast 
and sturdy and marketable. Further, he has no 
unsoundness or defects which put upon the breed- 
er the burden of choosing mares to counteract 
such difficulties. 

A first glance at the pedigree of Burning Blaze 
may suggest that he is a chance-bred horse, a 
first-class individual sprung from stock which 
was not worthy of such a descendant. There are

names scattered through his pedigree which 
would certainly not be a big talking point for an 
auctioneer. But all these ancestors whose names 
are less than fashionable had something which 
distinguished them as good racers or producers, 
and it is not at all unreasonable that their heredi- 
tary aggregate should have been sufficient to pro- 
duce a colt of the excellence of Burning Blaze. 
His sire, Big Blaze, a good handicap horse a 
decade ago, is an individual of commanding ap- 
pearance, standing at S. D. Riddle’s Faraway 
Farm. Big Blaze, overshadowed by Man o’ War 
and his sons, had virtually sunk to the status of 
a teaser when Burning Biaze’s exploits rescued 
him from near-oblivion. Yet Big Blaze has made 
a fine record out of the most unlikely opportuni- 
ties. He is a member of the Maggie B. B. family. 
Incidentally, I would like to predict for him fur- 
ther successes, for he is undoubtedly a sire very 
prepotent for racing qualities. 

Mexican Tea, dam of Burning Blaze, was a win- 
ner and has produced also the winners Ulti- 
mexican, by Ultimatum, and Laila Wild, by Big 
Blaze. Her sire, Tea Caddy, was a high-class 
racer, but not especially successful in the stud. 
Her dam, Mexilow, produced six winners. Mexi- 
low's sire, Mexican, once sold for $20,000, was a 
good stakes winner at two and had stud success 
consonant with his opportunities. He was by the 
good horse Mirthful, which died too young for the 
full realization of his probable merit, out of the 
dam of the good racer Boanerges. (A nick not 
unlike that in Burning Blaze’s pedigree may be 
seen in the pedigree of the good racer Hannibal, 
which was by Olambala—-Mexoana, by Mexican.) 
Mexilow's dam Nina Louise, a sister to the stakes 
winner George Keene, won 12 races and was a 
good producer. Burning Blaze’s eighth dam was 
Sally Lewis (by *Glencoe), second dam of Onon- 
daga, Sensation, etc., and fifth dam of Commando. 

With regard to the principal sire lines repre- 
sented in the pedigree, the closest “big name” is 
“Rock Sand, in the third generation. “Voter and 
Hanover are in the fourth. Hindoo and Spring- 
field occur twice each in the fifth, Bend Or and St. 
Simon once each. Hermit, Speculum and *Leam- 
ington are also in the fifth, with other crosses 
further back. Virgil is represented through other 
lines than Hindoo. 

Thus the way is clear to furnish Burning Blaze 
with such potent outcrosses as are afforded by 
the lines of Domino, Ben Brush, Hastings, Ison- 
omy, Hampton, Musket, Roi Herode, Sundridge, 
“Star Shoot, “Ogden, *“Meddler. It is to be hoped 
that Burning Blaze’s mates furnish him with a 
wide variety of such outcrossings. If any close 
inbreeding is attempted, “Rock Sand offers the 
best basis for it, *Voter the worst (though in- 
breeding to *Voter cculd not be close enough to 
be counted extremely important). The propor- 
tion of Bend Or and St. Simon in the breeding of 
Burning Blaze is lower than the average, and this 
deficiency can easily be supplied in his mates. 

In looking over the field for stallions whose fe- 
male descendants should nick well with Burning 
Blaze, the following names come readily to mind: 
Fair Play (especially through Display, American 
Flag, and Man o’ War in combination with *Star 
Shoot), Ultimus, Broomstick, Sweep, The Porter, 
Black Toney, Blue Larkspur, Bubbling Over, 

Chicle, Flying Ebony, *North Star III, *Phara- 
mond II and *Sickle, *Polymelian, Pompey, *Pot 
au Feu, “Royal Minstrel, *St. Germans, St. James, 
Sir Gallahad III, *Sun Briar, *Swift and Sure, 
Wrack, *Light Brigade. 
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A FEW LINES FROM FLORIDA >

HE showing of a 3-year-old with any preten- 

sions to class racing at Hialeah Park, quite 
naturally, is dissected by close followers of form 
with regard to his Florida Derby prospects. Al- 
ready some have shown enough to qualify for the 
most important race of the meeting, and of the 
Florida season. By his second performance in 
public, Thruster, a son of Gallant Fox—-Conces- 
sion, by Campfire, belonging to the Belair Stud 
cf William Woodward, came into the Derby 
piciure. 

Thruster came to Hialeah Park a non-starter, 
his first outing with the colors up being on the 
third day of the meeting, when he made a credit- 
able showing fora green ‘un. It was good enough 
to make him an odds-on choice for his second 
race, an event for maidens at one mile. Thruster 
made good in the grand manner, winning easily 
by several lengths in 1:39°%5, apparently with 
plenty in reserve. He is one of two candidates 
from the Belair Stud for the Derby. The other, 
Foxy Agnes, a filly, also by Gallant Fox, won ear- 
lier in the meeting. 

Thruster is a big, rather leggy colt, and it is 
whispered around that in the stable he was be- 
lieved, a year ago, to be the equal, if not the 
peer, of Omaha, the somewhat unfortunate lead- 
ing juvenile of the outfit last season. At any rate 
Thruster’s future efforts will be watched with 
much interest. He seemed to be better endowed 
with early foot than Omaha, with equal ability 
to go a route. 


The quick adoption of the new claiming rule, 
made at the meeting of the National Association 
of Racing Commissioners, by the racing authori- 
ties of New York came as rather a surprise to 
turfmen generally at Miami. Doubt was freely 
expressed that such action would be taken and 
as speedily as it was. A leading member of the 
national association said: “We do not claim per- 
fection for the new rule, which has been a bone 
of contention to racing authority since the old 
selling rule was dropped, but think we gained a 
substantial victory by getting together in such 
complete accord. With the rule working gener- 
ally, the weak spots, as well as the commendable 
clauses, will be made apparent during the year 
and open up the way to a fixed rule which will fit 
in with the racing operations of all localities.”’ 

The new rule has been condemned by those 
horsemen who have made claiming races a med- 
ium of exchange without regard to the good of 
the Turf, many of whom have fattened on the 
weaknesses and shortcomings of the conditions 
covering such races. 


In making Walter H. Donovan president of the 
national association a forward step was taken, in 
the minds of horsemen and Turf followers gener- 
ally. No one who has come into racing and Turf 
management duiing the recent adoption of the 
sport in numerous states, is better qualified to be 
at the head of such an organization than is Mr. 
Donovan, for the reason that none perhaps has 
given as much time and study to the situation as 
he has. His interest since his first connection has 
been vital and deep. Not only has he familiar- 
ized himself with conditions locally, but last year 
he spent much time at the race tracks in the 
East and Midwest to learn conditions in those 
sections with a view to country-wide coordination 
in Turf government.

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ODDS AND ENDS : 
Chance Sun's Chance 

ITH the prospect that Balladier will not be 

entered by Col. E. R. Bradley for the Ken- 
tucky Derby, J. E. Widener’s Chance Sun, winner 
of the Futurity of 1934, is the logical favorite for 
the event at Churchill Downs, May 4, but at this 
stage of the preparation, 8 to 1 is decidedly too 
short a price. Futurity winners have fared poorly 
in past Kentucky Derby renewals. In fact, no 
horse has won both races, which may cause the 
superstitious to regard Chance Sun possibilities 
of turning the trick more remote than those of 
Nellie Flag. One filly, Regret, did win the Derby. 
Prector Knott, which won the very first running 
of the Futurity was second to Spokane in the 
1889 Kentucky Derby. He ran out at the turn, 
else would have been the winner. Sir Barton, 
second to Dunboyne in the 1918 Futurity, broke 
his maiden in the succeeding Derby. Zev, second 
to Sally’s Alley in the 1922 Futurity, won the 
Derby the following year. Reigh Count, which 
was restrained to his stablemate, Anita Peabody, 
in the 1927 Futurity, also went on to win the 
Derby. But Futurity winners like Thunderer, 
Pompey, Scapa Flow, Kerry Patch and others to 
attempt the double in recent years have failed. 


Handicap Chatter 


RAINER BOB SMITH, given to unrestrained 

prognosticating, asserted on Cavalcade’s ar- 
rival at Santa Anita Park that the son of *Lance- 
gaye would win the big race February 23. 
Moreover, that he could have beaten any horse 
in the world when he worked a mile in 1:38'5 in 
the mud at Columbia, S. C., just before entrain- 
ing. We shall see. Meanwhile, Equipoise, favorite 
and topweight, and Twenty Grand, two whose 
records give them rank far above Cavalcade, are 
pulling up lame in their workouts. But for 
which Trainer Smith may not have been so 
cocksure. We remember he wanted none of Equi- 
poise last year. And if Twenty Grand and Equi- 
poise are going in top form the day of the race 
both figure to lead Cavalcade, with Old Rosebud, 
of course, favoring Equipoise over the field on all 
counts but one-—a mighty important one 
soundness. 


Peters With Foxcatcher Farms 


ILVIO COUCCI, from the Italian quarter of 

the Bronx, was runner-up to ‘‘Moose” Peters, 
from North Dakota, fer the 1934 riding crown 
and at present holds the same position back of 
Paul Keester since the first of the current year. 
The Greentree Pilot is the most accomplished 
lightweight rider now active and his showing 
against Peters last season was the more im- 
pressive when it was considered that the fair- 
haired youngster enjoyed the apprentice allow- 
ance. Peters, developed by A. A. Baroni, who sold 
J. E. Widener the papers on the capable Wayne 
Wright, has been sold to William du Pont for his 
Foxcatcher Farms Stable, a mighty desirable 
post. He will have opportunity at some of the 
land’s richest stakes astride the promising 3- 
year-old Rosemont, which is pointing for the 
Kentucky Derby. Peters may see some action in 
1935 at a track owned and operated by his con- 
tract employer, for William F. du Pont 
ously considering the construction of a modern 
course in Delaware.

Delaware Racing Plans 
HE Delaware set-up doesn’t look to be an- 


other such bonanza as was Narragansett 
-ark before so much opposition developed in 


New England. Two groups are said to propose 
race meetings in that State during the present 
year. One of these is bidding for the Fait 
Greunds, at Wilmington, while the other is 
represented by William F. du Pont, who would 
construct a modern course on his estate, at 
Bellvue, and operate it after the Hialeah Park and 
Arlington Park ‘non-profit’ plan. Delaware 
hopes to draw on Philadelphia, Washington and 
Baltimore fer patronage, just as Maryland tracks 
have done for so many years. The entrance into 
the field of Delaware, therefore, means that 
further injury may be done the sport in the 
Old Line State, unless lawmakers there accede 
track owner’s wishes concerning reduced taxa- 
tion. Like Cincinnati, Chicago and Boston, the 
sector from Wilmington to Charies Town, W. Va., 
appears in grave danger of having too much 
racing. 


Washington Park 


ASHINGTON PARK’s sale to John P. Hard- 

ing and a group of Arlington Park stock- 
holders did not come as a surprise. The Ameri- 
can Turf Association got nothing the worst of 
the deal in selling the Homewood plant, if the 
purse was as reported, $2,000,000, of which 
$500,000 in cash. The ambitious new group plans 
to install the tote and is considering an increase 
in the stakes values. Washington Park and 
Arlington Park will work in close harmony in 
meeting keen opposition from New York and 
New England and in trying to improve racing 
conditions in Chicago. In Roy Carruthers, the 
new Washington Park management has placed 
a capable man in charge. The competition just 
mentioned is going to be very sharp before New 
England hits the toboggan as has that in Mary- 
land and Illinois. This despite the increased take 
in the latter state.

Agua Caliente 

GUA CALIENTE is receiving no 

from the California Horse Racing Board. 
Until recently, Californians went to the town 
across the border with their spare dollars, but 
California is taking steps to turn this money into 
other channels, at Santa Anita, Bay Meadows and 
Tanforan. The Racing Board has asked Santa 
Anita to run an additional two weeks to March 9, 
a total of 64 racing days. The Bay Meadows 
spring meeting will follow with a lapse of only 
a few days. Horses which ship to Agua Caliente 
automatically forfeit their stalls at California 
tracks. As was predicted long ago, Miami closed 
Oriental Park, just as California is closing Agua 
Caliente.

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CALIFORNIA 


SANTA ANITA 
Me ENTUM was gained both in wagering and 
in fine racing at Santa Anita Park during 
the week which ended January 26. Betting on 
the West Coast reached a new high mark Satur- 
day, January 19, when $368,395 was wagered, and 
the week-day play surpassed that of the previous 
week slightly. The daily average is now above 
$176,000. 

Racing in California, and perhaps winter rac- 
ing generally, also touched a new mark with the 
program of January 26. The previous day had 
secn Twenty Grand and Mate in their first prepa- 
ration for the $100,000 handicap, both beaten by 
High Glee, and on Saturday three fine races were 
carded. The San Vincente Handicap headed the 
card, and was won by C. V. Whitney’s Trumpery 
in the sizzling time of 1:10, establishing a new 
track record. In the supporting feature, Norman 
Church’s Riskulus, with Jack Westrope in the 
saddle, defeated a field which included *States- 
man, Wacoche, Sweeping Light, Pomposity and 
Frank Ormont; and an allowance race found the 
Greentree Stabie’s Peradventure whipping Toro 
Flight, Gallaclay, Gillie, San Luis Rey, Rough 
Diamond and Barcarolle. 

Even this racing, the best the West Coast has 
ever seen, was almost overshadowed by the 
climax of a sort of newspaper dogfight which in- 
volved Santa Anita, San Diego, Agua Caliente 
and the California Horse Racing Board. The 
Mexican track, which had announced a meeting 
opening February 24, hea orginally been bucking 
Tanforan, and John W. Marchbank, stating that 
his track needed improvements, gave up his 
March dates, thereby leaving Agua Caliente a 
clear field. What happened next is not clear. San 
Francisco papers stated that William Kyne, of 

ay Meadows, applied for the vacated Tanforan 
dates; Manager Lou Anger, of the Caliente 
tracks, charged that Kyne was forced to take 
them by the California Horse Racing Board. San 
Diego papers protested the Bay Meadows dates 
vehemently, insisted that the Horse Racing Board 
induce Californians to cross the border and play 
chuck-a-luck at the Mexican gambling resort. 
Chairman Burke, remarking that racing at Santa 
Anita yielded the State $6,600 daily in taxes, and 
that Caliente, after all, was in Mexico, out of his 
jurisdiction, met with the board, sanctioned the 
Bay Meadows dates, assuring a 30-day meeting 
there beginning about the middle of March, and 
extended the Santa Anita meeting for two weeks. 

Agua Caliente officials, who had threatened, 
much to the amusement of William Kyne, to top 
the Bay Meadows program by offering richer 
stakes and purses than Bay Meadows could af- 
ford, gave up the notion when dates were offi- 
cially granted. A first notice in the press stated 
that Agua Caliente meeting would not be held; a 
second said that Sunday racing, which has at- 
tracted enough cheap platers to fill nine or ten 
races on each Sunday, would be continued for a 
while; and a third indefinite statement from the 
Mexican track said that “even more racing” than 
had keen originally planned would be offered. 

San Diego papers, sports writers, and some 
business men who would profit by tourist trade 
at the border, fought the California Horse Racing 
Board bitterly on the matter, and a newspaper 
threat was made that San Diego would withdraw 
from California and attach itself to Arizona.

A STAKES FOR TRUMPERY 

When the 10 entries for the San Vincente Han- 
dicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six fur- 
longs) paraded postward at Santa Anita January 
26, C. V. Whitney’s Trumpery (112) and A. C. 
Compton’s Red Wagon (105) were the only two 
which were not stakes winners, while the field in- 
cluded such veteran handicap performers as Mr. 
Khayyam (117) and Gallant Sir (123). It was 
Red Wagon, however, which set a blazing pace 
for the first four furlongs, covering the first 
quarter in 22 seconds, the next only a second 
slower, and when Red Wagon burned out in the 
stretch it was Trumpery which rushed into the 
lead and drew out easily from the stretch drives 
of L. J. Marks’ Marooned (105'») and Tran- 
quility Farm Stable’s Rock X. (101). At the 
finish, with Raymond Workman sitting still on 
the winner, Trumpery was two and _ one-half 
lengths in front of Marooned, Rock X. a half- 
length farther back, leading Red Wagon by a 
like margin. Red Wagon was burdened with four 
pounds overweight. Coupled with the speedy 
Jabot (108'.) as the C. V. Whitney entry, the 
winner was favorite at 9 to 5, though his outrun 
stablemate probably attracted most of the play.

Trumpery, though never before a stakes win- 
ner, was second in the Blackstone Valley Handi- 
cap and Souhegan Handicap, third in Speed, 
Harvaid and Narragansett Handicaps. The San 
Vincente was his third undefeated start in 1935. 
In all, Trumpery has started 27 times, won nine 
races, finished second six times, third five times. 
He has earned $14,075. Pantalette is dam of the 
winners Pantella (Great American, Matron 
Stakes and producer), Exposay, Pettibocker 
(also producer), Jodhpur, Pantaloons and Pan- 
toufle, and of the producer Drina. She is sister 
to Dr. Clark (44 wins and $101,569, including 
Norfolk Stakes, ete.), and to Panache, dam of 
St. Brideaux (Latonia Championship, Whitney 
Stakes, Saratoga, Broadway Handicaps), Ex- 
calibur (Remsen Handicap), and Justinian 
(Hartsdale, Autumn Days Stakes). Panasine 
won Gosforth Park Biennial Stakes, in England, 
and also prcduced the winners Panasette (Schuy- 
lerville Stakes) and Pandy (14 wins) and the 
producers Duplex and Waif (also producer). 
*Ladasine, a half-sister to three winners, also 
produced Ladasette (Suffolk Stakes) and the 
producer Black Tail. 


EXIT TWENTY GRAND 

Among the entries for the Santa Anita Han- 
dicap, the following weve in the news during the 
last few days: 

Twenty Grand was about to retire from the 
California scene and postpone his comeback. 
After having been scratched six times in suc- 
cession, the one-time champion was a starter in 
the overnight Bay Cities Handicap, seven fur- 
longs, at Santa Anita Park Friday, January 25. 
He was given top weight, 122 pounds, was ridden 
by Silvio Coucci, made favorite in the four-horse 
field. Against him were C. V. Whitney's 4-year- 
old filly High Glee (118), A. C. Bostwick’s 
Mate (120), making his first start since his re- 
turn from England, and Percy M. Pike's Teralice 
(105). High Glee, under Raymond Workman, led 
all the way, wound up with an easy two-length 
victory and a new track record of 1:222,. Twenty 
Grand followed at the heels of the *“Pharamond 
II filly for half a mile, then dropped back and al- 
lowed Mate to take second place, a length and a 
half ahead of him. In the last eighth Twenty 
Grand was gaining on Mate, but it was obvious 
that he was running on his courage. He pulled 
up with an obvious limp, walked out of his lame- 
ness in a short while. Jockey Coucci reported 
that he could fee) Twenty Grand’s leg ‘“‘give’’ at 


every stride, that the horse had not changed 
leads during the race. Trainer William Brennan 
advised Mrs. Payne Whitney that her famous 


pet had found Santa Anita's 'dobe track too hard, 
that he probably would stand training over al- 


most any other course. At Miami, Fla., Mrs. 
Whitney said: 

“I think the track out there is too hard for 
Twenty Grand. I think I'll have him sent back 
home [i.e., to Red Bank, N. J.| and reserve him 
for the New York season. I'd much rather run 
him in such races as the Suburban, the Brooklyn 
Handicap and the Whitney Stakes.” 

Equipcise, whose workouts over the extremely 
hard Santa Anita course, have not been as spec- 
tacular as those of some other candidates, is to 
make his first start of the California season in 
the 1!,-mile San Antonio Handicap, $7,500 added, 
to be run February 9. 

Cavaleade, now favorite for the $100,000 added 
race, took up 135 pounds January 28 and made 
news by working a mile in 1:38%;, first six fur- 
longs in 1:12. Trainer R. A. Smith was waving 
him down after the first quarter. 

In the overnight Los Angeles Handicap, 11 
miles, run January 26, Norman W. Church's 
Riskulus, under 108 pounds, three pounds less 
than his Santa Anita Handicap assignment, won 
easily, set a new track record of 1:49%5. Last 
in the field of eight was the favorite, Victor 
Emanuel’s *Statesman (120) making his first 
American start. 


PROPOSE “TAKE” RAISE 

Senator Olson, Democrat, of Los Angeles, in- 
troduced into the California Senate January 22 a 
bill increasing the percentage taken by the State 
from the pari-mutuel pools from 4 per cent to 
6 per cent. The present tax revenue goes to the 
funds of the state and county fairs, and Mr. 
Olsen proposed that the additional 2 per cent be 
allocated to the Stete’s general fund. 

At present the State takes 4 per cent, the 
track takes 8 per cent and breakage to the dime 
(nearly 2 per cent), so that the proposed in- 
crease would bring the ‘take’ in California to 
about 16 per cent, provided the track part re- 
mained at 8 per cent. Racing observers regard 
a pari-mutuel ‘take’ of more than 10 per cent 
as suicidal to racing, and many place the limit 
considerably lower. 


SANTA ANITA BETTING 

At the end of the first 29 days of the Santa 
Anita meeting, including the play of Friday, 
January 25, $5,041,823 had been wagered with 
the totalizator at the Arcadia track, making a 
daily average of $173,856. The play on Friday, 
January 25, was $261,644, the largest off-day han- 
dle of the meeting. Saturday's play, of $402,207, 
was the highest of the session. 


NARRAGANSETT PARK PLANS 

Russell Oakes reports in The Evening Sun 
(Baltimore) that Charles J. McLennan probably 
will pass up Walter E. O'Hara's offer of the 
racing secretary's place at Narragansett Park 
and Suffolk Downs in favor of similar work at 


Arlington Park and Washington Park; that 
Samuel C. Nuckols will be presiding steward, 


with Howard Reynolds, Beston newspaperman, 
as an associate; that Harry Morrissey probably 
will be the starter; that Pat Galliger, Pat Horgan 
and C. J. Fitz Gerald, Jr., probably will serve in 
the judges’ stand; and that Mortimer Mahony 
will have charge of the mutuels.

ALAMO DOWNS 

INDS which carried snow to Louisiana and 

chilly days to Florida brought ice and a 
frozen track to Alamo Downs at the beginning of 
last week. On Monday morning, January 21, the 
track was so hard that workouts were impossible. 
By afternoon the surface had thawed, leaving a 
heavy, holding, racing strip, and the raw and dis- 
agreeable day held down patronage to 1,870 tax- 
paid admissions, with the mutuel play falling to 
a new low of $30,787. Conditions and play were 
somewhat better on Tuesday, and the remainder 
of the week showed a decided increase, with 
Saturday, January 26, reaching a high betting 
total for the meeting, $149,960 going into the 
mutuel pool. Even with the unfortunate weather 
conditions, the daily betting average showed a 
slight increase. At the end of 23 days (January 
19) the daily play had averaged $78,768.65, and 
this figure increased to $79,317.03 after 29 days 
(January 26). The average attendance dropped 
a trifle, from 4,895 (23 days) to 4,868 (29 days). 
The week’s betting, however, was considerably 
lighter than that of the previous week. From 
January 14 to 19, inclusive, Alamo Downs patrons 
wagered $578,639, while during the week which 
ended January 26, only $488,515 was played.

The Alamo Downs meeting has shown a small 
profit to date, after overcoming losses during the 
first week, but probably not enough to meet in- 
debtedness incurred in the building of the plant 
last spring. The officials, feeling that with good 
weather the meeting might prosper further, re- 
quested two weeks extension, taking the session 
to February 16, but on January 24 a decision by 
the attorney general held that the Texas Racing 
Commission had no authority to extend a meeting 
under the Texas racing law, hence Alamo Downs 
will close February 2. Raymond Russell, presi- 
dent of the organization, said, before the ruling 
was issued, that in the event the extension was 
not allowed, he would request spring dates, 
though the group had decided earlier that no 
spring meeting would be held. No final decision 
has been announced. 

Rumors, sharply denied in San Antonio, were 
to the effect that several prospective purchasers 
were negotiating for the track. A group of Kings- 
ville sportsmen, none of whom was named, was 
one buyer so mentioned; another was Joseph Cat- 
tarinich, Canadian promoter who has guided 
cheap ventures at Dayton, Thistle Down Park, 
Fairmount Park, Fair Grounds, and elsewhere. 


TEXAS TAXES 

The Texas State Racing Commission on Janu- 
ary 17 reported that $553,265.33 in taxes and 
license fees had been paid to the State from 
operation of horse racing tracks in 1934. The 
tax on pari-mutuel wagers made up $527,646.15 
of this sum, $22,350 coming from the licensing 
of jockeys and trainers, while $574.21 came from 
interest on funds.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


According to the report of the 
$21,067,625 was wagered in Texas 
days of racing at major tracks and 
racing at 17 county fairs and other 
ings. 

The revenue was distributed as follows: Main- 
tenance of Texas Racing Commission, $20,000; 
public free school fund, $132,642.59; jack and 
stallion fund, $99,456.94; Department of Agri- 
culture, $111,640; to be divided among counties, 
$183,259.77; excess over estimated $20,000 for 
maintenance of Racing Commission, $3,567.06. 

The commission recommended that further 
steps be taken in Texas to suppress bookmaking, 
and described steps already taken to this end. 
The recommendation also was made that the 
limit of operating expenses of the commission be 
increased from $20,000 to at least $30,000.

ARLINGTON DOWNS STAKES 

Announcement of a $38,000 stakes program for 
the spring meeting which opens at Arlington 
Downs March 28 was made January 28. Topping 
the list is the Texas Derby, carrying $15,000 in 
added money, an increase of $5,000 over the value 
of the event in 1954 when William Sachsenmaier’s 
Plight was the winner. All of the eight stakes 
show an upward revision, added money in 1934 
totaling $22,000. The Fort Worth and Dallas 
Handicaps have been increased from $2,500 added 
to $5,000 adaed; the Juvenile and Arlington Han- 
dicaps from $1,000 added to $2,000 added; the 
$1,000 West Texas Handicap has been replaced by 
the $2,000 Blue Bonnet Handicap; and the $2,500 
Governor’s Handicap has been replaced by the 
$5,000 Three D’s Handicap. The Inaugural and 
Dallas Handicaps, open in 1934 only to 3-year- 
olds, is now open also to older horses; the Arling- 
ton Handicap, for 3-year-olds and up last year,

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PAID FOR, NOT DELIVERED 


On January 14, Presiding Steward Herman P. 
Conkling, of Alamo Downs, announced the sus- 
pension uf Jockeys E. Himes and R. Allen, while 
the charge is investigated that they had received 
$150 from a San Antonio “sportsman” to fix a 
race, and had disappeared, leaving the race un- 
fixed. The licenses of both jockeys were later re- 
voked. Without definite proof, officials believed 
that Patcheye, in the sixth race January 11, was 
the “elected” horse. Patcheye was not in the 
money. 

The “sportsman” was said to be a prominent 
San Antonio citizen, and had chipped in with a 
few friends, raised $150 on the understanding that 
a race would be bought with it. San Antonio po- 
lice, evidently feeling that the jockeys were the 
only swindlers involved in the case were disclos- 
ing no other names.

After the 
racing dates were granted, and Bay Meadows 
was actually scheduled to operate in opposition 
to Agua Caliente, Manager Lou Anger said that 
the 31-day meeting which was to begin February 
24 had been abandoned. 

A stakes program with events totaling almost 
$40,000 is thus called off, and while it is rumored 
that a three-month sumnier meeting is planned 
at the Mexican resort, no official announcement 
has been made. Meanwhile cheap racing on Sun- 
day will be continued at the Lower California 
track. 


JAILED FOR RACING “RINGER” 

THE BLoobp-HORSE printed, last September, 
under the heading “The Hallencourt Affair,” an 
account of a “ringer’’ which was used to engineer 
a betting coup at Marseilles. On December 19 
came the sequel, when Jockey Charles Ramella 
and Owner Andre Franza were sentenced to 10 
and six months respectively for the fraud. Both 
denied having received any profit from the affair. 
Franza stated that he entered the horse under 
a false name because he wished to sell it for a 
good price. Ramella said that, never having won 
a race, he wished to have one to his credit. The 
court could not prove that any profit had been 
derived, but sentenced the two on the strength of 
the facts. 
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SABATH TO HEAD HAWTHORNE 

T a meeting of the Chicago Business Men's 

Racing Association (Hawthorne), held 
January 26 at the track’s offices at 31 East 
Congress street, Chicago, the entire slate of of- 
ficials which operated the track last season was 
reelected. Officers are Albert Sabath, president; 
Charles W. Bidwill, vice president and secretary; 
Charles Krutckoff, treasurer; and Thomas M. 
McHale, chairman of the board of directors. The 
beard consists of the above officers and Joseph 
A. Murphy. 

No announcement of a stakes program was 
made, the association stating that dates for the 
Illinois season have not yet been announced, and 
that the month of the Hawthorne meeting would 
determine the type of program offered. 


WASHINGTON PARK 

It is expected that an announcement concern- 
ing the new ownership, management and rac- 
ing plans for Washington Park will be made at 
Chicago during the coming week. Roy Car- 
ruthers, who is slated to be managing director, 
is expected in Chicago from Los Angeles next 
Tuesday, and there is to be a meeting of the 
new owners after his arrival. Mr. Carruthers has 
been serving at Santa Anita Park in the capacity 
of a steward, in association with C. J. Fitz Gerald 
and Charles H. Strub, but his duties at Chicago 
and his private affairs in Kentucky will prevent 
his being in the stand in California after this 
week. 


NEW YORK 


BELMONT ENTRIES INCREASE 

HANGE in the conditions of nominations to 

the Belmont Stakes opened the race to 2- 
year-old entries last year, and resulted in an in- 
crease in nominations for the fixture. At this 
time in 1934, 95 colts and fillies were entered, 
against 117 at the present time. The race, worth 
$51,190 to Peace Chance in 1934, may be slightly 
richer this year, being estimated at about $54,000. 
Thirty-two of last year’s juveniles were entered 
under the new conditions, including Sailor Be- 
ware, Special Agent, Polar Flight, and Esposa. 
Omaha, Balladier, Boxthorn, Psychic Bid, Chance 
Sun, Plat Eye, Rosemont, Today and Our Reigh 
are among the crack 1934 2-year-olds which were 
entered earlier. 


CHIO 


MUTUEL TICKETS NOT TAXABLE 

NOFFICIAL opinions of members of the 
U State Tax Commission of Ohio indicate that 
pari-mutuel tickets will not be taxable under the 
sales tax law which obtains in Ohio. It is ex- 
pected that there will be in the near future an 
official ruling on the subject, when the Tax Com- 
mission confers with the Ohio State Racing 
Commission. 

The unofficial opinions held that the sale of 
tickets is part of a legalized system of betting, 
and is not a sale or a transfer of tangible per- 
sonal property as the act defines it. 

Kentucky tracks are involved in suits now 
pending over this point, members of the Tax 
Commission having claimed that six cents tax 
should be levied on each $2 ticket sold. 
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FLORIDA 


HIALEAH PARK 


REDICTIONS that the 1935 meeting at Hia- 
leah Park would surpass that of the previous 
season gained strength after the first nine days 
of racing at the Miami plant, when the daily bet- 
ting average showed an increase of slightly more 
than $21,000 over 1934. At the end of that per- 
iod, $2,247,424 had been wagered through the 
totalizator, for a daily average of $249,713. At 
the end of a like period in 1934, the daily average 
was $228,321. The 1934 average for the entire 
meeting was %259,819. Mutuel Manager Morti- 
mer Mahony has predicted that the 1935 average 
will be close to $300,000 daily. Figures for the 
first nine days of the meeting, including January 
26, compared to those of 1934, follow:

acing at the southern track continued to be 
favored with fine weather except for a slightly 
chilly afternoon in the early part of the week, and 
large crowds were reported daily. The climax 
of the week's iacing was the running of the Hia- 
leah Stakes on January 26, with Mrs. Charles 
Bromley’s recent purchase, Brannon, as the sur- 
prise winner. A supporting feature, a $1,000 
overnight handicap, was taken by Wheatley Sta- 
ble’s Slapdash. 

Indications were that the newly adopted uni- 
form claiming rule, approved now by New York 
and Kentucky racing governors, might be given 
a trial during the closing weeks of the Hialeah 
Park venture. Walter Donovan, president of the 
National Association of State Racing Commis- 
sioners and secretary of the Florida Racing Com- 
mission, said January 24, “It might be well if we 
did a bit of pioneering. I'm inclined to favor the 
graded handicaps, but hold an open mind on the 
matter. Only by putting the new rule into prac- 
tice can we discover its flaws. I believe that if 
we test the rule here before the major season 
opens up north, it might save those tracks con- 
siderable trouble.” 


BRANNON’S FIRST PAYMENT 

Brannon (116), which on January 23 had left 
the stable of Fred J. Ryan for that of Mrs. 
Charles S. Bromley at a reputed price of $10,000 
and a share of the winnings in the Florida Derby 
if the *Cohort gelding is successful there, made 
the first payment on his purchase price three 
days later, when he was an impressive winner of 
the fifth running of the Hialeah Stakes ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds, six furlongs) at Hialeah Park. 
Felix Spatola’s top-weighted Wise Prince (120) 
was away first, with Brannon closely lapped on 
him. At the quarter pole Jockey Wayne Wright 
went to work on the Bromley gelding, and 
Brannon caught and disposed of Wise Prince, 
which dropped back to fourth place. Maemere 
Farm Stable’s Mantagna (111), away very badly, 
closed going strongest of all, but lacked a length 
and a half of catching the winner, as Wright 
rode Brannon out. Hasty Glance (111), racing for 
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Mrs. A. M. Creech, also was away slowly, but 
showed a much better effort than her race in the 
Hialeah Inaugural Stakes and finished third, a 
length behind Mantagna, a half-length in front 
cf the tiring Wise Prince. Roman Soldier (116), 
the heavy favorite, like the winner a son of 
“Cohort, started from the number one post posi- 
tion, and though showing gocd early speed, was 
jammed on the turn and finished last, eased up.

HE Kentucky State Racing Commission met 

Saturday, January 26, at the Brown Hotel in 
Louisville, with all members present, namely, 
Chairman Polk Laffoon, William E. Smith, Theo- 
dore FE. Mueller, Frazer LeBus and S. Sewell 
Combs. Others in attendance were Secretary 
Thomas R. Underwood, Maurice Galvin and C. W. 
Hay. The commission: 

Unanimously adopted the modified open claim- 
ing rule as recommended by the National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commissioners. 

Deferred action on the national association's 
recommendation of narcotic rule enforcement, on 
the ground that the Kentucky procedure at pres- 
ent is practically the same as that recommended. 

Appointed Sewell Combs a committee of one to 
redraft the rule governing apprentice riders to 
conform with the N. A. S. R. C. recommendation. 

Approved the Latonia Jockey Club’s request 
for a 37-Gay meeting beginning Saturday, May 25, 
closing Saturday, July 6. 

Approved the official staffs for the meetings at 
Churchill Downs and Latonia, the personnel of 
which remains the same as last year. 


DEATH OF JAMES H. MOODY 

At his residence in Louisville, January 25, 
James H. Moody, 59, widely known trainer, died 
of a heart attack. He had suffered a stroke dur- 
ing last summer at Dade Park, but had recovered 
sufficiently to give attention to his duties and 
had daily visited the stable at Churchill Downs 
occupied by the horses of Theodore H. Mueller, 
owner of Shady Brook Farm, Louisville, member 
of the Kentucky State Racing Commission, for 
whom he had trained the past 15 years. Mr. 
Moody is survived by his widow, Mrs. Sarah E. 
Mcedy, No. 1 Terrace Park, Louisville, and a 
brother and two sisters, who reside in Brooklyn, 
N. Y. Following funeral services last Sunday 
afternoon, interment was in Calvary Cemetery, 
Louisville. Of a sunny disposition, well informed 
and possessing a keen wit, Mr. Moody was well 
liked by all who knew him, and they were glad 
when he had success with his own horses or those 
under his charge. Pittsburgher and Cayuga, both 
of which were owned by Mr. Mueller, were the 
two best horses he developed. He _ contributed 
frequently to the Turf press. He was the author 
of the ‘Mike and Timmie’” articles that ran in 
The Thoroughbred Horse, organ of the Thor- 
oughbred Horse Association, which was edited by 
Thos. B. Cromwell and was the predecessor of 
THE BLoop-HORSE. They were chats between a 
groom and an exercise lad, wittily discursive of 
Turf matters of the time, and were well enjoyed 
by those who had the geod fortune to read them. 


NOT SUNNY HILL FARMW’S OWNER 

The death last week of Claude Letton Vimont, 
of Millersburg, Ky., caused a number of persons 
in the Blue Grass section to get the impression 
that Letton Vimont, owner of Sunny Hill Farm, 
Millersburg, the home of “Monk’s Way, had 
passed on. The deceased was a cousin of Letton 
Vimont. 


HANCOCK RETURNS 

A. B. Hancock, master of Claiborne’ and 
Ellerslie Studs, has returned to his home at Paris, 
Ky., after having attended the meeting of the 


National Association of State Racing Commis- 
sioners at Miami. Mr. Hancock is president of 
the American Horse and Mule Association and 
is vice-president of the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Asscciation. He is also a member of 
the Thoroughbred Club of America, and a direc- 
ior of the American Turf Association. He tells 
THE BLOOD-HORSE that he regards the adoption 
of the rule proposed by the American Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association for classified handicaps 
and claiming races as very constructive, highly 
beneficial and certain to improve racing gen- 
erally. 


LATONIA OWES NO TAX 


The Latonia Jockey Club is not liable to the 
City of Covingten for back occupational taxes, 
according to an opinion given by City Solicitor 
Stephens L. Blakely January 28. When the track 
paid no such tax last fall, a deficit was made in 
the city’s budget, and Commissioner Oscar A. 
Kratz asked a legal opinion. Blakely stated that, 
in his opinion, the state tax of $2,500 daily on 
the track was exclusive, covering every character 
of tax except the ad valorum property tax.

thinks *Royal Minstrel, owned by J. H. Whitney, 
one of the best horses imported to this country. 


America’s Hard Courses 

I have inspected many racing stables in Eng- 
land, Ireland and France and have come to the 
conclusion that they have only about 10 per cent 
of the unsoundness of horses in training as we 
do in the United States. I also know of many 
American horses with bowed tendons and other 
unsoundness that have been shipped to England 
because they were too unsound to race here, and 
nearly all of these not only trained sound, but 
won good races. 

It is thought that the reason of this is that 
their courses are generally much softer than 
ours. It seems that the condition of our race 
courses is usually left to the superintendents of 
the courses. These superintendents are mostly all 
very fine and hard working men. They are very 
accommodating; will do anything within their 
power to please the trainers, but very few of 
them have trained horses, and have not felt the 
blow of a good horse in their charge bowing a 
tendon, or having to be thrown out of training 
for other unsoundness. Many of these superin- 
tendents think they have a good racing strip 
when horses make a new track record, but it. is 
my belief that we would have better racing and 
more good horses competing in races if we did 
not have new track records, and did have safer 
racing and training courses. It makes no differ- 
ence to the racing public whether our good races, 
say at 11, miles, are run in 2:02 or 2:06. All the 
public wants is the best horses to compete. 

On account of our climatic conditions, we can- 
not have grass, or turf, courses as they do in 
Europe, but we can have softer and safer racing 
and training courses. 
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LEADING SIRES 
HE 20 leading sires of 1934 in North America, 
all monies counted, were announced last week 
by Daily Racing Form. For the second year in 
succession, and the third time in the last five 
years, *Sir Gallahad III, which stands at A. B. 
Hancock's Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., is at the 
head of the list. “Sir Gallahad III made his first 
season in the United States in 1926. His first 
foals arrived in 1927, raced in 1929. In 1930 he 
was leading sire, with the phenomenal total of 
$422,200, mostly won by Gallant Fox, credited 
to his get. In 1931 he was not among the lead- 
ing 20. In 1932, he was fifth; in 1933 and 1934, 
first. Chance Shot, which led *Sir Gallahad III 
in the statistics compiled by THE BLOOD-HORSE 
(first monies only), is second on the list as pub- 
lished by Daily Racing Form. In the following 
summary of the records of the 20 leaders, the fig- 
ures are those of Daily Racing Form, except that 
the column showing the number of winners has 
been inserted from the statistics of THE BLOop-

LEGISLATION 


PENNSYLVANIA 
IVE bills legalizing betting on horse races in 
Pennsylvania are now before the legislature, 
and the four which were introduced in the House 
have been turned over to a sub-committee in- 
structed to study them and recommend the best 
portion of each for inclusion in a measure to be 
reported to the floor for action. The five bills, 
with their authors and important provisions, 
follow: 

Senator Max Aron—A bill creating a racing 
commissioner to serve 10 years at a salary of 
$6,000. State to receive 5 per cent of admission 
and 10 per cent of bets. Racing season limited 
to 100 days, with five tracks in operation. 

Representative Harry P. O’Neill-—-A bill pro- 
viding a racing commission of three, the chair- 
man to receive $3,600 yearly, other members 
$3,000. The siate to receive 10 per cent of ad- 
missions and 3 per cent of wagers. Season 
limited to 100 days. 

Representative Frederick C, Peters—aA bill pro- 
viding a similar commission. The state to take 
2 per cent of bets, 15 per cent of net earnings. 
Season limited to 100 days. 

Representative Charles C. A. Baldi, Jr.——A bill 
creating a racing commission of three, the chair- 
man to receive $6,500 yearly, other members 
$6,000. The state to receive 10 per cent of ad- 
missions, 1 per cent of bets. Season limited to 
100 days. 

Representative John H. Dent——A bill providing 
for a racing commissioner, to be paid $6,000 
yearly. State to take 5 per cent of admission, 
10 per cent of bets. Season limited to 150 days. 

Two of the bills provide that the revenue so 
raised be turned over to the general fund; two 
would devote it to relief work. The other bill 
made no provision for disposition of revenue. The 
Aron and Dent bills provide that the commis- 
sioner offer prizes not exceeding $10,000 yearly 
to Pennsylvania-bred horses. 


NEW YORK 


Recent stories of a bill introduced into the 
New York Senate providing a tax of 15 per cent 
on admissions have apparently taken the measure 
to be a new one. Actually the act, introduced by 
Senator John J. Dunnigan, only puts teeth into 
an older act, adding the words, “in case of fail- 
ure to collect such tax, the same shall be im- 
pesed upon the corporation, association or per- 
son holding the race meeting.’’ Other altera- 
tions are minor, consisting chiefly of substituting 
“department of state’’ for “tax commission,” as 
written in the original bill. 

The chief changes in the present New York 
set-up, as provided in a bill which represents a 
compromise between an earlier bill and The 
Jockey Club, are: 

1. The State Racing Commission shal! have 
the right to examine and inspect the books and 
records of any racing association or corporation 
under its jurisdiction. 

2. License fees are altered from $500 yearly 
to a daily charge of $25. This is of advantage 
to steeplechasing and hunt associations, which 
customarily have short meetings of from one to 
three days yearly. 

3. The National Steeplechase and Hunt Asso- 
ciation is elevated to a position, as respects stee- 
plechases and hunts, similar to that which The 
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Jockey Club occupies with relation to flat racing, 
and will license owners, trainers, and jockeys for 
such events. 

4. All officials connected with the actual con- 
duct of racing, and appointed by The Jockey Club 
or the National Steeplechase or Hunt Associa- 
tion, must be approved by the State Racing Com- 
mission. 


5. The right: of the Commission in the matter 


of granting new track licenses is extended, and | 


the granting of dates to race meetings becomes 
the exclusive right of the Commission. 

6. The Commission is empowered to fix mini- 
mum as well aS maximum admission charges, 
thus being in a position to put an end to “free 
gate” systems. 

The original Dunnigan bill specified that, in the 
event an appeal were made after The Jockey Club 
had denied a license to a person or corporation 
desiring to hold a race meeting, the State Racing 
Commission would take final action on the case. 
Three stewards of The Jockey Club were allowed 
to attend the meeting and take part in the dis- 
cussion, but were allowed no vote. Under the 
alteration, two stewards of The Jockey Club will 
meet with the State Racing Commission in con- 
sidering such an appeal, and will sit jointly with 
the Commission. 

The Dunnigan bill has, of course, to pass the 
Senate and the Assembly, and gain the signa- 
ture of the Governor before becoming a law, but, 
without opposition from The Jockey Club, these 
steps are expected to be only routine matters. 


OHIO 

A proposal made by Martin L. Lavelle, safety 
director at Cleveland, Ohio, to legalize race bet- 
ting in that city, to take it from the control of 
racketeers and produce revenue for the city, may 
pass the City Council, a dispatch from Cleveland 
indicates. Councilman Henry C. Miller said that 
he would offer legislation in council to effect such 
a system, and also in the Ohio legislature. 
newspaper poll of the personnel of the City 
Council showed half the group to be in favor of 
legalizing betting, the others not definitely op- 
posed. Many persons interested in the socio- 
logical aspect of the move, notably Dr. George 
H. Reeve, professor of psychiatry at Western 
Reserve University, favored the move. A 
senting voice was that of Don D. Tulles, execu- 
tive secretary of Federated Churches: “I think 
the Protestant churches would be absolutely op- 
posed to any such measure.” 


DELAWARE 
On January 12 Senator C. Ray Van Sant intro- 
duced a bill into the Delaware Senate to amend 


the law regulating the conduct of horse racing | 


in that State. Under the provisions of the bill, 
a tax equal to 3 per cent of the pari-mutuel pools 
would be paid to the state, together with a license 
fee of $5,000 for the privilege of conducting a rac- 
ing meeting for a calendar year. A second provi- 


sion provides that the Delaware Racing Commis- | 


sion may authorize commissions on pari-mutuel 
pools to the firm or corporation operating a race 
meeting, provided that at no track shall this ex- 
ceed 6 per cent of the total pool, plus breakage 
to the nickel. 

The bill also provides a fine of not over $1,000 


or imprisonment of one year, or both, for betting | 


or receiving 4 bet on any race except within the 
enclosure of a race meeting licensed and conduct- 
ed under the proposed act, through the pari-

On January 22 the bill was passed in the 
Senate by a vote of 14 to 3, and was sent to the 
House of Representatives, where it received first 
and second readings and was reported favorably 
upon by Speaker Harry V. Lyons. A majority 
vote of the house and signature of Governor C. 
Douglas Buck are all required to make the 
measure a law. 


INDIANA 

A revised pari-mutuei race bill, backed by the 
State Board of Agriculture, was introduced into 
the Indiana House of Representatives January 24 
by Representatives William J. Black and J. 
Napier Dyer, both Democrats. A _ previous bill 
had been introduced by Representative Martin 
Downey, but Mr. Downey announced that he 
would withdraw his bill. 

According to the new bill, a racing commission 
will be created, consisting of the Lieutenant 
Governor, one person appointed by the Governor, 
and one by the State Board of Agriculture. Rac- 
ing will be limited to dates between April 15 and 
November 15, with no track permitted more than 
96 days yearly. The state, under the new bill, 
will collect $100 daily for licenses (fairs to pay 
$10 daily), and 2! per cent of the mutuel pool. 
The state also is to receive 10 cents on each 
admission. Pari-mutuel take is limited to 10 per 
cent with breakage to the dime, that meaning 
approximately 12 per cent. Too much. 


DELAWARE 
RACING PLANS 
EGOTIATIONS for the purchase of the old 
Elsmere Fair Grounds, a part of the estate 
of the late Daniel Cauffiel, near Wilmington, are 
reported to be well advanced. A syndicate, headed 
by William du Pont, is said to be interested in 
acquiring the property for the purpose of laying 
out a 300-acre racing plant. Present plans of 
the syndicate, as released, are ambitious, in- 
definite. 

During the week it was discovered, curiously, 
that although Delaware thought it had a racing 
commission, actually the members, appointed two 
years ago, had not accepted the appointments 
because of some oversight in the provision for 
payment of the premium on the $100,000 bond 
Which each commissioner was required to post. 
Governor Buck said January 23 that he would 
soon announce membership of the body. John W. 
McComb, R. M. Carpenter, and Paul Adams, who 
made up the previously appointed group, were 
named as the most likely personnel, with William 
H. Richardson also mentioned as a possibility for 
the commission. 
ARIZONA 
PHOENIX OPENS 

AILSTORMS on opening day, January 19, 
got the race meeting scheduled for 21 days 
at Phoenix, Ariz., away to a poor start, but pro-

FORT MYER MILITARY PAGEANT 


By H. FINNEY 

HOSE who have clung to the very definite 

idea, despite this mechanical age, that the 
horse was as always a mighty factor in the con- 
duct of warfare would have been delighted, on 
January 12, if they could have seen the crack 
Third Cavalry and Sixteenth Field Artillery regi- 
ments put on a military pageant at Fort Myer, 
the famous military post on the Virginia side of 
the Potomac. Our faith in the horse is, if any- 
thing, renewed. The occasion was the formal 
opening of the new Riding Hall, I being the guest 
of my old friend Major John F. Wall for the 
occasion. Several things impressed themselves 
on me outside the performance itself, which was 
excellent and demonstrated conclusively the high 
degree of training necessary in the cavalry regi- 
ments of today. Noticeable above all else was 
the uniform improvement in the quality of the 
Army mounts used by the troopers in the differ- 
ent phases of the performance compared to the 
Army mounts we saw come across the Atlantic 
back in 1917. Some of these are the products of 
the Army Remount Depots, while many more 
were sired by Remount stallions. Many of those 
used in the lighter-weighted events showed the 
quality of Thoroughbreds, which, indeed, most of 
the officers’ mounts were. Another impressive 
thing was the boyish, clean cut, athletic appear- 
ance of the lads who performed in the various 
events, and I could not help comparing them with 
the grizzled old-timers of our regular armies of 


| the past, though these latter were real fighting 


men, as all the world knows. 
The show commenced when the well mounted 
Third Cavalry band entered the arena with all 


| instruments blaring forth stirring military airs. 


Following it there appeared a kaleidoscopic his- 
tory of the mounted arms of Uncle Sam's military 


| forces from the day of Valley Forge to the pres- 


ent day, depicted by cavalrymen and artillerymen 
of the wars of 1776, 1812, 1861 and 1917, of the 
Frontier Period, and not forgetting a draft from 
the colored and historic Tenth Cavalry in the 1898 
style. All the uniforms and equipment were in ex- 
act replica of those of the period depicted. This 


| pageant would make an interesting and instruc- 


tive reel in any first class theatre and should be 
preserved for the public. 

A squadron parade began with a salute for the 
guest of honor, Secretary of War Dern, and ex- 
cellently it was executed, with the squadron final- 
ly revolving around the file of trumpeters in the 
center. 

The most thrilling exhibition of the afternoon 
was that of the drill, staged by the famed Battery 
C of the Sixteenth Field Artillery which has 
thrilled many at Madison Square Garden and 
other places as ‘“Caissons Go Rolling Along’ was 
played. One's breath held when the six-horse gun 
teams, complete with caissons and 75mm. guns, 
charged at full gallop down the sides of the arena, 
swung inwards from each side to an apparently 
suicidal collision, only to swing inwards again 
with the breadth of a hair separating the guns 
and to charge up the center of the hall. How 
those horses and men manoeuvred in the small 
space without a hitch was nothing short of 
miraculous. 

A tandem ride, a gymnastic ride, demonstrat- 
ing the cavalryman as a rival of the famous “man 
on the flying trapeze’ as an acrobat, a rodeo, 
and an exhibition of riding to hounds by debu- 
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tantes and officers in full hunting regalia, were 
among the other attractions offered. 


The tableau calculated to make thoughtful peo- 
ple realize the forte of the cavalry in actual war- 
fare was reserved until last, when a sham fight 
was staged. In this event one of those children 
of Shaitan, a motorized cavalry detachment, be- 
came, to quote the announcer, “hindered by im- 
passible terrain” and a squad of mounted men 
galloped in the field over several obstacles and 
took up a position behind woods. In less than 
three minutes, so much has the mobility and firing 
power of the cavalry increased, the machine guns 
were off the horses, assembled, and in action, 
spouting out death and destruction to the enemy, 
and this, too, despite the sounding of a gas alarm 
necessitating the donning of gas-masks. Thus, 
has, in my humbie opinion, Col. A. E. Phillips 
who must be credited with the remarkable im- 
provement in the equipment whereby these in- 
struments of warfare are carried and unslung 
from the horses’ backs with efficiency and facil- 
ity; coupled with the fact that good horses can go 
where nothing else can—-the United States Cav- 
alry been able to prove its right to remain horse 
cavalry, not merely men in cars, although the 
cavalry is the sort of branch that can use any sort 
of adjunct, if it can prove its usefulness. 

Proof of the interest in this solely equine pag- 
eant was furnished when Lt.-Col. J. K. Devers, of 
the Sixteenth, told us that the 1,500 seats of the 
new Riding Hall had been sold out for both the 
afternoon and evening performances for several 
days and that he had squeezed in an additional 
300 chairs, all of which were quickly sold out. 
Washington's society and the Diplomatic Corps 
were out in force, as well as people from all walks 
of life. Attaches from the delegations of coun- 
tries as far apart as Great Britain and China and 
numerous other dignitaries were interested spec- 
tators. All in all it was a fine show, well handled, 
as are all the Army's shows, and a real tribute to 
the army horse. 

Object lessons to be learned from this exhibit 
of this new cavalry seem to me to be twofold. 
Firstly, the improvement in cavalry mounts, a 
result of the Remount officers’ untiring efforts, 
and, secondly, the elimination of the obsolete pack 
equipment made possible through the efforts of 
Colonel Phillips, allowing cavalry to take ad- 
vantage of the horse’s mobility. To these factors 
the modern cavalry and the American people owe 
a real debt. It has saved the cavalry—-and these 
are the real factors that have saved it--whether 
the cavalry realize it or not. 

Thoroughbred horsemen and breeders should 
feel a measure of patriotic pride in the important 
part they have played in helping the cavalry find 
itself. Today the cavalry is a real live capable 
branch, with great mobility and fire power, and 
it will prove itself more indispensable as long as 
it preserves these qualities. 


WILL PRETORIUS WIN DERBY? 

J. A. Hirst, an Englishman, bred the 2-year-old 
colt, Pretorius (own brother to Tiberius), by Fox- 
law--Glenabatrick, owned by Buston and Hooper, 
which is trained at Newmarket. Mr. Hirst ex- 
pressed his belief that Pretorius will win the 
Derby at Epsom in 1936. A London bookmaking 
firm laid him £10,000 to £20 that Pretorius does 
not win the Derby at Epsom. That’s only 500 
to 1, and the race is some 17 months away. Per- 
haps, after all, some of our American commis- 
sioners are not as far out of line as that.
